Election/Restrictions

Group 1, claim(s) 1-1 1,31 drawn to a sound amplification apparatus having an acoustic 
signal source, a control source, an amplified sound source and a signal processing means. 

Group 2, claim(s) 12-20,32 drawn to a sound amplification apparatus having a concave 
reflector and a sound source provided within. 

Group 3, claim(s) 21-30, 33 drawn to an on- vehicle sound amplification apparatus having 
a dipole sound source provided within a vicinity of a passenger position and a signal 
processing means. 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
